He discovered that an error had been made 
by @ private surveyor, back in 1939, whenDr, 
Miriam Hosmer was buying the estate of the 
late James E, Kelley (now the site ofthe First 
Baptist Church). 

Somehow that surveyor had included inthe 
maps he made of Jim Kelley’s land, land that 
belonged to the Grange Hall Corporation, 

‘The error, which should have meant less 
taxes for the Grange Hall, was never noticed 
because the Grange Hall pays no taxes, as 
an ‘exempt’ corporation. And Dr. Hosmer 

, accepted her surveyor’s statements, and paid 
taxes on land that she did not own, 

Dr Hosmer sold her estate to the Baptist 
Conference, which sold it in turn to the First 
Baptist Church of Wilmington, twoyears ago, 
At that time attorneys for the Baptist Confer-

Carl Bubellini, chairman of the 
Board of Library Trustees, heard 
of the discovery, shortly after it 
was made, and immediately asked 
for a Special Town Meeting, inor- 
der to purchase the land, 

He told the Trustees of his ac- 
tion last Thursday. It was the first 
explanation made publicly of the 
reason for the call for the meet- 
ing. 

The report was accepted, Gu- 
bellini also told the Board that it 
might be time to have a transfer 
of funds, so that architects and 
library consultants might be em- 
ployed, It might also be wise, he 
told the Trustees, that authority 
for construction of a library be 
asked, together with a vote for 
@ $500,000 bond, It would be ne- 
cessary to appropriate 3% of the 
bond money, and this, he thought, 
should be done before the 1967 
tax rate is set, 

In this way, if it were clear to 
do so, construction of the Library 
might start this fall, the Commit- 
tee was told, 

Gubellini told the committee that 
the town should exercise a ‘friend- 
ly taking’ of old St, Thomas Church 
Property. This was a proposal 
which had been made three years 
ago, by a Selectman, to the Trus- 
tees, At that time they were not 
in favor, but this time they agreed, 
except that Mrs Norton expressed 
an opinion that the taking should be 
made for ‘municipal purposes’ and 
not for ‘library purposes’, 

Mrs Norton pointed out that back 
in 1962, at the time of the original 
article to purchase St, Thomas, 
the wording was ‘for municipal 
purposes’, No one seconded Mrs 
Norton’s remarks,

Gubellini, the Town Manager and 
the Chairman of the Board of Sel- 
ectmen, yesterday noon agreed that 
there should be four, and possibly 
five articles leading to the building 
of a library at the St. Thomas site, 
in the Special Town Meeting of 
August 31, 

One of these would be for a land 
taking of old St, Thomas, 

The second would be to transfer 
a sum of money for architects, and 
another would be to transfer asum 
of money for a library consultant, 
The amounts will not be deter- 
mined until Mr Gubellini has met 
with the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee, 

The fourth article would be to 
purchase about three quarters ofan 
acre from the Grange Hall Corpor- 
ation, at a price of about $2500, 
The directors have informally a- 
greed to this price, 

The fifth article, possibly, will 
be to appropriate half a million 
dollars for a new lfbrary, 

While the Board of Trustees are 
not unanimous on the site foranew 
Ubrary, they are unanimous that it 
should be of a Colonial style of 
architecture, They further agree 
that the Trustees are to choose the 
architects and the consultant. 

Mrs Norton has prepared a List 
of approved Library Architects, 
from which, it seems the archi- 
tect will be chosen, and a list of 
consultants is now being prepared,

The energy and industry of the 
entire family was put to converting 
@ run-down homestead to one of the 
more attractive and popular sum- 
mer boarding houses north of Bos- 
ton, Dot, as she was known, now 
18 years old, shouldered a heavy 
part of the responsibilities of run- 
ning ‘The Elms’ and developed to 
the full her capacity as a house 
keeper and home maker, 

She married, in 1916, D Robert 
Carter, a member of an old Wil- 
mington family, and lived at their 
new home on Shawsheen Ave, until 
1923 when, because of the failing 
health of her mother she and her 
hunband took up the responsibility 
of running The Elms, They did so 
until 1925, when the old boarding 
house closed its doors for good, 
and became simply the home of
